The City of Taylor has become the first 
Downriver municipality to implement

commercial wind turbine. 

The 45-foot turbine, installed at the 
Heritage Park Petting Farm on January 13, 
will reduce energy costs and also serve as a 
teaching tool for visitors. It complements a 
4-kW photovoltaic system — installed last 
month — that features 21 solar panels.

Romulus Residents Should 


Get Best Rate at RAC 
To the Editor: 

Businesses have a responsibility to 
shareholders. The administration has a re- 
sponsibility to taxpayers. 

Our Romulus Athletic Center began 
with an estimated cost of $16 million and 
ended with a cost of $26 million, paid for 
with Romulus Tax Increment Finance Au- 
thority (TIFA) dollars. That's a lot of money 
for a city with our population. 

The RAC’s operating costs began with 
an estimate of just over $1 million, and now 
will need an adjusted budget of $2 million. 
It has required an infusion of City of Rom- 
ulus General Fund and TIFA dollars to meet 
those operating costs because memberships 
are still at less than half of what’s needed. 
(Estimated .membership required is 4,300; 
current memberships are 2,100, according 
to City of Romulus Economic Develop- 
ment director Tim Keyes.) Operating ex- 
penses, including security, are not required 
to go out to bid, but are controlled by Rink 
Management, the company that operates 
the RAC. 

At the January 13 open study session 
with the Romulus City Council, TIFA, and 
Rink Management, it was stated that ap- 
proximately 65% of the RAC’s membership 
_ was composed of Romulus residents. Maybe 
that would change if the motto became 
“Romulus residents come first,” and they 
received the best rate for membership. Then 
more residents could afford membership. 

I thought the RAC was built for Rom- 
ulus residents, not nearby communities and 
Metro Airport. I think it’s a shame that 
Northwest/Delta employees get the best 
rate (while residents pay 40% more) because 
they comprised a corporate block of 100 
employees. Those employees pay less than 
Romulus senior citizens, who receive the 
lowest resident rate available. Employee 
families pay $240 ($160 less than our resi- 
dent families) for the basic “boarding pass” 
membership. 

I would like to see more residents be 
able to enjoy our facility, and cost is the 
main factor for many families.

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Taylor Discontinues Traffic Detail 


The City of Taylor has discontinued 
its Police Department's Traffic Detail Pro- 
gram, according to a statement issued by 
officials last week. The program*was oper- 
ated by police officers working during off- 
duty hours. The Police Department's three 
regular patrol shifts will not be impacted. 

“The program was terminated because 
the City had serious concerns over the long- 
term impact that overtime pay associated 
with the Traffic Detail will have on the via- 
bility of the City’s pension system,” said 
City attorney John Clark. “Since police offi- 
cers working Itaffic Detail did so exclusively 
during off-duty hours, they were being paid 
at the officer's overtime rate, According to 
their union contract, when a police officer 
works overtime, that pay is factored into 
the amount of pension pay an officer will 
receive at retirement.” : 

City officials say they are concerned 
that pension costs are escalating at an aston- 
ishing rate. 

“In 2002,” explained Clark, “the City's 
contribution toward funding pensions was 
$579,000. In 2008, that contribution grew 
to more than $4,977,000 — an increase of 
759%. Further, police and fire retiree 
health-care costs jumped from $1,772,000 
in 2002 to $2,032,700 in 2008 — a 70% 
increase. 

“For 2009, 25% — or one in every four 
dollars of City taxes collected for the Gen- 
eral Fund — will go exclusively to fund police 
and firefighter retiree costs.”

The City’s administration is aware that 
the elimination of the Traffic Detail will 
have an impact on cash flow, given that the 
Traffic Detail generates revenue through 
court fines, but says it has already taken 
steps to address those concerns through the 
elimination of certain costs, not only in the 
Police Department, but in other depart- 
ments, as well. 

“Any decrease in police and fire pen- 
sion benefits will result in a direct tax sav- 
ings to the taxpayer, Clark noted. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
the Traffic Detail will be reinstated in the 
future. LJ

Basham Supports New Bridge to Canada 


State Senators Ray Basham (D-—Taylor) 
and Glenn S. Anderson (D—Westland) have 
spoken out in strong support of the U.S. 
Department of Transportation's recent ap- 
proval to move forward on plans to build a 
second border crossing between Michigan 
and Ontario. As Senators from Wayne 
County and members of various transporta- 
tion committees, Basham and Anderson are 
significant proponents of the proposal. 

According to Basham, the “Record of 
Decision” (ROD) signed by U.S. officials 
represents the Detroit River International 
Crossing’s (DRIC) final environmental 
clearance to gain project approval, follow- 
ing four years of consultations, public hear- 
ings, traffic analyses, and environmental 
studies. Michigan may now begin right-of- 
way acquisition .and construction planning 
for the bridge. 

“While the debate on DRIC has 
dragged on for far too long in Lansing, 
this action by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation shows that there are no en- 
vironmental concerns with this project,” 
said Basham, the Minority Vice Chair on 
the Senate Transportation Committee and 
a longtime advocate of the DRIC project. 
“And, in moving forward, we can now focus 
on the economic concerns of the state, cre- 
ating jobs, and increasing commerce. 

“At a time when so many headlines 
around the state are negative,” he contin- 
ued, “this is great news, and a prime exam- 
ple of how closely our infrastructure and 
our economy are related.” 

Figures released by Basham indicate 
that the United States and Canada share

the largest bilateral trade relationship in the 
world, and states in the Great Lakes region 
account for more than half of this trade— 
supporting 7.1 million U.S. jobs. Michigan 
accounts for more than half of the total U.S. 
trade with Canada. International trade and 
commerce supports more than 221,500 
Michigan jobs; almost 60 percent of Michi- 
gan goods are exported to Canada. Activity 
on the new crossing on the Michigan side 
of the border is projected to create 10,000 
construction jobs and more than 30,000 
indirect jobs during the construction 
period. 

“Michigan's opportunities for interna- 
tional trade and commerce with Canada 
have been stuck in traffic long enough,” 
said Anderson, a member of the Michigan 
Transportation Funding Task Force. “Open- 
ing up another avenue for personal and pro- 
fessional transportation between our state 
and our neighbor to the north will result in 
construction jobs now, and increase the flow 
of economic activity for years to come.” 

If completed, the project — including 
a plaza where tolls and U.S. border inspec- 
tion activities will occur, and an interchange 
connecting it to I-75 — would span nearly 
seven miles. Under current estimates, con- 
struction on the new crossing could begin 
in 2010, and the bridge could be open to 
traffic in 2013. Of course, such estimates 
preclude delays due to various legal chal- 
lenges, which many consider inevitable.
